THE NEWS FROM STANLEY, 


From Which It Would Appear that the Ex- 
plorer is Not Dead. 

S7T. Parvin DeLanna, October 2.— Avtcording 
to the last news received at Boma, from the 
upper Congo, Stanley was pushing forward, 
andthe only difticulties he met with were 
natural obstacles of the country. 

About July 25 the expedition had ascended 
the Aruwhiri to the elevated conntry belong- 
ing to the Mabodi district. The river becoming 
too narrow, they left the rafts, and the men for 
several days had to carry.a double burden of 
provisions. The steel whale boat was carried 
past the narrows, and again launched. Sian- 
ley calculated that, upon arriving at the sum- 
mit of the table lands, giving shape to the 
basin of the Aruwhimi, the expedition would 
halt two days for rest, and would establish 
camp there to be garrisoned by twenty men 
with a Luropean officer. The districts 
traversed were tranquil, and littie ,dii- 
culty was experienced_in obtaining prowighlits 
from the natives. The progress of the ex- 
pecdition averaged twenty kilometers daily. 
Lippoo Tib,in his last message, wrote that 
he was still at his post, at-Stanlev Falls, await- 
ing reinforcements. 
will of several neighboring chiefs. Owing to 
the disturbed state of the country Tippco Tib 
could not, as he had agrecd to, organize a re- 
victualing caravan to dispatch direct to Albert 
Nianza, but he intended to do so as seon as 
possible. Disquiet continued between Stanley 
Falls and the confluence of the Aruwhimi 
and the Congo, and many villages had been 
pillaged. It is believed that the garrison 
which Stanley left at Yalbanga,. has been 
forced to interfere to maintain order in the 
neighborhood.

CRISPI AND BISMARCK, 
An Interview Which May Develop Great Im- 
pertance, 

Paris, October 2.-—Obseryateuwr says it he- 
lieves that Prince Bismarck has snbmitted to 
the vatican, the quirinal proposals regarding 
the Roman question, which wil shortly be car- 
ried into effect, and that itis in consequence 
of these proposals that Signor Crispi has gone 
to Friedericborahe. The interview, it says, 
will be of great inter-state importance. 

The Rome Tribuna says that Prince 
marck’s Invitation to Signor Crispi for a con- 
ference at Frederichruhe was couched in terms 
that were friendly to the prime minister and 
flattering to Italy. Signor Crispi had a con- 
ference with King Humbert,and then accepted 
the invitation. His joarney, the Tribuna says, 
affords much satisfaction to Ltalian statesmen. 
The Italie says the interview is important, but 
not unexpected, as Italy bas lately entered into 
an alliance with Austria and Germany on an 
equal footing with the two empires, and in 
view of Count Kalnoky’s meeting with Prince 
Bisimarck, it is only natural that Signor Crispi 
should confer with the chancellor in turn. 
The Italie believes that the interview is in- 
tended to strengthen the peace of Europe, and 
not to prepare lor war.
